RE THE STUDENTS’ COUNCIL 

T HE last few meetings of the Students’ 
Council have shown a large drop in 
attendance of members. The governing 
body is greatly lacking in support and 
will soon become as stagnant as past 
Councils. The fault lies not with the 
executive council but with the system of 
electing room representatives. 

The student body of the school in 
electing their representatives has dis¬ 
played a “who’s the biggest sucker?” at¬ 
titude. The object has been to pass the 
job on to any one who will take it, re¬ 
gardless of whether the person is inter¬ 
ested or not. Then when the meetings of 
+he Council take place the person (if he 
attends at all) finds the work essential but 


uninteresting, and so he quits and then 
the Council is useless. 

It would serve the students right if the 
office ran affairs without a Council, then 
possibly they would come to and realize 
that their lack of interest had lost them 
valuable ground. 

To remedy the situation, we suggest 
that the constitution be changed and here¬ 
after representatives be selected from the 
clubs around' the school rather than hav¬ 
ing room representatives. Pupils in clubs 
show interest in student activity and 
would, therefore, be more likely to select 
good representatives and workers than 
would the classes. 

It is evident that something is neces¬ 
sary to further Council activity and this 
plan should be the thing. It certainly 
would be worth a try.

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Prominent Fruit Wholesaler 
Explains Fruit Industry to Our 
Commercial Students 


Mr. N. A. Barker Gives Very 
Interesting Talk On All 
Phases Of Handling 
Commodities 

REFRIGERATION 


Mr. N. A. Barker of the Barker 
Wholesale and Fruit Distributors, 
spoke to the Third Year Commer¬ 
cial and Short Course students 
Thursday afternoon. Mr. Wood¬ 
man introduced him. Mr. Barker 
undertook to explain the fresh 
fruit and vegetable industry as it 
is carried on in Calgary. He 
spoke briefly of the four divisions 
of the industry—growing, ship¬ 
ping, packing and jobbing. His 
firm is essentially concerned with 
jabbing. This means that the 
fruits and vegetables which are 
received by the warehouse are 
graded, sorted and packed, then 
re-distributed to the retailers in 
this city and to local points. 

Mr. Barker stressed greatly the 
importance of refrigeration. It is 
through this means that the busi¬ 
ness was made possible during the 
last few years. The fruits are not 
only brought here in refrigeration 
cars but they are also kept at a 
constant temperature while being 
preTV'red for r-’-s 11 lament. The 
shinping is in its°lf an industry, 
as Mr. Barker pointed out. The 
fruit must be kept to the exact 
decree of heat or cold. Therefore 
the temperature outside must be 
taken at regular intervals, as it 
greatly influences the beat inside 
the cars. This naturally necessi¬ 
tates the employment of specially 
trained men who have the respon¬ 


sibility of the refrigeration con¬ 
ditions. The importance of this 
'ob was exemplified when Mr. 
Barker told of a whole carload of 
bananas being spoiled because of 
a slight drop in temperature while 
the train travelled the compara¬ 
tively short distance of 50 miles. 

The industry works in a cycle 
because of the changing seasons 
as the different types of fruits 
“come in” one after the other. 
This means that while' the plant 
may have to handle huge ship¬ 
ments of grapefruit one month, 
the next month they must have 
the facilities for handling head- 
lettuce. 

At this point Mr. Bai’ker went 
into a detailed description of the 
various fruits and the months in 
which they are put on the mar¬ 
ket here in Calgary, with Califor¬ 
nia, Texas and British Columbia 
being the main sources of supply. 

In December, January and Feb¬ 
ruary the orange industry is very 
important, Mr. Barker said. Sixty 
thousand carloads were shipped 
from California last year to 
Asia, Australia, Great Britain and 
Canada. Large shipments of 
oranges are also received from 
Japan. Due to the Sino-Japanese 
conflict the demand for Jap- 
oranges has decreased greatly. For 
this reason the Japanese govern¬ 
ment which controls all sales has 
drastically slashed prices, the 
government itself taking the 
loss, not the individual mei’chant. 

February brings red rhubarb 
grown in the forced-houses of 
B.C., and green vegetables from 
California and Texas. Coconuts 
arrive from Cuba and Jamaica via 
the Panama Canal in March. Cu¬ 
cumbers are introduced on the 


market, too, and early strawbAries 
from Louisiana remind Calgary 
buyers that spring is around the 
corner. 

In April we see new spinach, 
Australian grapes and California 
cantaloupes and asparagus. 

May starts the real strawberry 
season; pineapples may now be 
noticed in the stores and the first 
hot-house tomatoes are shipped in 
from Victoria. 

In June and July the greatest 
varieties of fruits and vegetables 
are on the merchants’ counters. 
August, of course, brings fall 
fruits and vegetables which con¬ 
tinue through December and Jan¬ 
uary until the cycle begins again. 

Mr. Barker explained the rapid 
rise and fall of the quoted prices 
on the fruit market. He told of 
how the price of oranges sky¬ 
rocketed 50c per case within an 
hour due to a sudden unexpected 
condition in California. 

When a car does not arrive as 
scheduled, information must be 
obtained as to its whereabouts and 
the reason for the delay. It is for 
this reason that “tracers” are em¬ 
ployed. They follow the move¬ 
ments of each car. To simplify 
this work the cars are, of course, 
numbered. The system of check¬ 
ing has been so thoroughly work¬ 
ed out that the exact location of 
any car may be obtained within a 
few minutes. 

Because of the length of the 
talk very little time was allowed 
for a discussion of the opportuni¬ 
ties open to students in this line 
of business.
